Independence 
Day Quietly 
Observed In American Lines 


Bv Associated Press Dispatch. 
Harassing of the German linos In 
the west shows no signs of letting up 
and the allies continue to gain ground 
here and there and bring in large 
batches of German prisoners. 
The game of striking the enemy 
a 
solid blow on a small sector now has 
been taken on the British front and 
an advance of I 1-2 miles on a 4-mile 
front with capture of 1500 prisoners 
south of the Somme, testifies to the 
hitting powers of the Australians aid­ 
ed by American detachments. 
German efforts to hold the attack­ 
ing Australians and Americans who 
have appeared on this part of the line 
for the first time, were In vain. 


Last night the British had so well 
established themselves in their new 
positions that when the Germans de­ 
livered a counter attack It was easily 
repulsed. 
Between the Oise and the Aisne 
where the latest French blow gained 
considerable ground and more than 
1,000 prisoners the Germans have not 
attempted counter thrusts. 
In the thrust south of the Somme 
the allies recaptured the village of 
Hamel and the wood south of the vil-i 
lage 
Along 
the 
Ancre 
Australian 
troops progressed 500 yards on 
a 
front of 1200 yards. 
Through the successful and succes­ 
sive thrusts in the past ten days or 
more the allies on the western front 
have taken from the Germans posi­ 
tions which would have been very 
useful in future offensive operations 
The number of prisoners taken in 
tile past week is nearly 6,000. 
On the Italian front General Diaz 
has been equally successful with lo­ 
cal attacks and his captures of pris­ 
oners since last Saturday Is now well 
over 4.800.
